Call for planning exemption 

HACKNEY’S business community has joined the Council in 
calling for the borough to be exempt from a new planning 
policy that could see commercial premises turned into 
residential homes. 

The new laws would allow developers to change a 
building’s use without planning permission, and without 
addressing the need for more homes for social renting in 
the borough. More than 1 00 business people have written 
to Eric Pickles MP, the Local Government Secretary, 
opposing the move and explaining the threat to Hackney’s 
vibrant character and fast-growing economy. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: “This Government 
policy could see the creative cluster being torn apart, 
almost as soon as it has put down roots, and could have 
a huge impact on jobs and opportunities, as well as 
on the character of the area. Hackney is a borough of 
entrepreneurs. The local economy is growing fast and we 
want to harness that growth to benefit all local people. 

This could stop growth in its tracks and risk turning the 
borough into a dormitory village. We need homes that local 
people can afford, not more profit-making opportunities for 
developers of luxury homes that will be at the expense of 
small businesses.” 

Tributes pour in for former

PHYLLIS Manning, who passed away last month, taught 
generations of residents how to cook, sew and build 
campfires.

charity, Positive East. 

The Speaker, Cllr Jessica 
Webb, was joined by a 
15-strong group of other 
Hackney councillors, and 
the HIV charity’s staff and 
service users for the trip last 
month. Cllr Webb set herself 
the challenge of climbing 
Africa’s tallest mountain 
when she became Speaker 
last year. She said: “I don’t 
normally do any type of 
sporting challenges, but I 
thought I’d set myself one as 
it was the Olympic year.” 

The group flew into 
Nairobi, Kenya, on 8 
February and transferred 
to Tanzania to begin their 


ascent. It took four-and- 
a-half days to climb to the 
summit of Kilimanjaro and 
one-and-a-half days to get 
back down again. 

On the third night of 
the climb, after only a few 
hours’ sleep, the group set 
off at 10.30pm and climbed 
in the dark for six hours, 
with only head torches to 
light the way. They finally 
reached the summit at 
sunrise. Cllr Webb said: “It 


was the most exhausting 
thing I’ve ever done. I didn’t 
train for it; I climbed up 
Box Hill, but I don’t think 
that counts. It was an 
amazing experience. 

“We walked through lush 
rainforest, past the treeline 
and even had to rock climb 
at the end. I had such a sense 
of disbelief and achievement 
after coming down the 
mountain. My lowest point 
was wondering if I would 


make it to the summit 
because it was so hard and 
so cold. But I did it - 1 even 
survived camping and had 
such a good time I could be 
inclined to do it again.” 

Sponsorship for the trip 
was raised at a Positive 
East gala, on 1 February, 
in Hackney Town Hall’s 
newly refurbished Assembly 
Rooms. Over 190 people 
attended the event, including 
seven ceremonial heads of 
London boroughs, Council 
members and other civic 
dignitaries.

ACKNEY girl 
Kate Nash is 
back with a new 
album and a huge 
national tour - but unless 
you’ve been keeping a 
close eye on her over the 
past couple of years, you 
might not recognise her. 

Not only has she had a 
glam, rockabilly-inspired 
makeover, her latest 
album, ‘Girl Talk’, is 
almost unrecognisable 
from her debut, 2007’s 
‘Made of Bricks’, which 
spawned the song she’s best 
known for, ‘Foundations’. 

Having been dropped by 
her record label, 25-year- 
old Kate decided to go it 
alone, and release ‘Girl 
Talk’ on her own label, 
Have lOp Records. 

“Things didn’t work 
out with my label,” she 
says, choosing her words 
carefully. “It was a shock 
at first. I panicked for 
about three to five days; 

I was sad. But then I 
realised it’s kind of a 
blessing, like a divorce - 
yeah, it’s really hard, but 


sometimes you’re doing it 
for the best reasons. 

“Being able to put this 
record out on my own 
record label feels amazing. 
The whole album is very 
strong and in your face and 
to be the boss of that feels 
really cool. ” 

The album Polydor 
passed on showcases a 
harder, punky side to 
Kate, who these days 
takes inspiration from the 
feminist riot grrrl scene of 
the early 90s. But it’s not 
just her music that’s been 
influenced by her politics. 

She speaks with pride 
about her youth project, 
Rock ‘n’ Roll for Girls 
After School Club, which 
she’s been running in a 
handful of schools across 
the country and hopes to 
expand through Hackney. 

She says: “It’s been a 
really emotional journey. 
We did a show at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hall 
in December and it was 
amazing. Seeing the 
journey that some of them 
went on; they had no 


confidence, they’d be bright 
red and angry and weird 
about being on stage. . .but 
once they got up 1 
they were great. 

They wrote 
some 
good 


songs as 

well. It wasn’t just 
cute... it was really good. 

“Girls go to so many 
shows where it’s all guys 
with guitars and you might 
think it looks cool, but you 
can’t really relate to it, so 
I love that [with my show] 
there are four chicks on 
bass and girls can think 
‘oh, I can do that too’.” 

Until now, Kate’s kept 
things local, playing a 
Halloween-themed show 
at Hackney Picturehouse 
last October, and unveiling 
‘Girl Talk’ down the road 
at the Sebright Arms, but 
soon she’ll be taking to the 
road, packing in 26 dates 
in just one month. Most 
people would find that 
daunting, but not Kate. 

“I’m so happy to be 
out there,” she enthuses. 
Adding: “I approach 
everything in a completely 
different way now; I 
have more awareness of 
what I’m doing. When I 
first started doing this I 
was thrust into so many 
things. . .when I played 
Hammersmith Apollo I felt 
nothing. It was all numb. 
I’m a bit older now and 
I’ve taken control of my 
own life. This is the best 
work I’ve ever done; I’m so 
happy with it - it feels like 
a rebirth.”

All your green 
questions answered 

Q: I heard about a new scheme called the Green Deal 
which helps to pay for housing improvements to 
reduce energy bills. I’m a tenant and wanted to know 
if I’m eligible and what sort of help I can get? 

A: The Government’s Green Deal is a loan scheme to help 
pay for around 46 different energy efficiency improvements 
including insulation, boiler replacement and solar energy. 
Loans are against a property rather than owner, and are 
repaid via electricity bills. In order for a Green Deal loan to 
be approved, any potential savings on energy bills must 
be larger than the repayments, so the improvements pay 
for themselves. 

If you are a private or housing association tenant, or a 
leaseholder (including Hackney Homes) you will need 
the landlord’s permission before taking out a Green Deal 
loan. Your landlord must also ask your permission before 
applying and must inform you if a Green Deal loan is 
secured on a property you are looking to rent. 

Hackney Homes will need to assess the impact on the 
property before making any decision. Other housing 
associations will follow a similar process.

More borough food and garden waste recycling 


News in brief 


W HILE many 
residents have 
seen their 
recycling green 
boxes replaced by green 
sacks this month, many 
more have also been 
receiving new food and 
garden waste collections. 


Around 2,000 properties 
on low-rise estates are now 
able to recycle their food 
waste in blue caddies for 
the first time, and more 
than 3,400 new properties 
can now apply for garden 
waste collections. 

The weekly food waste 


collections take place on 
the same day as green sack 
recycling, and are carried 
out by two new state-of- 
the-art collection vehicles 
(pictured), which are able 
to collect from both estate 
and street-based properties 
in Hackney. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “As 
well as introducing green 
sack recycling collections we 
have taken an opportunity 
to expand existing food and 
garden waste collections to 
more properties, which will 
make it easier for everyone 
to recycle. 

“By using new vehicles 
we are able to follow the 
same route as green sack 
collections and collect food 
waste on the same day, 



speeding up collections and 
serving more properties.” 

The expansion in garden 
waste collections brings the 
total number of properties, 
which can apply to take 
advantage of the scheme, 
to 42,480. 

Both food and garden 
waste are treated at a 
composting facility in 
Edmonton to produce 
quality compost for use in 
parks and gardens across 
the borough.

toured parts of the hospital, 
and carried out blood 
pressure, breathing and 
body fat tests. 

Student Deise Dombala 
said: “The health trips have 
been brilliant. It’s helped 
me with my team work 
because I never knew how 
much of healthcare was 


run by teams of people - it’s 
really made me want to be 
a paediatrician because it’s 
not just about book work.” 

The hospital is 
also working closely 
with the Council and 
Lambeth College on an 
apprenticeship scheme to 
offer 30 young people the 
chance to get their first step 


on the career ladder. 

Homerton was successful 
in a bid for over £150,000 
from NHS London to 
support the scheme, 
which will assist apprentices 
in becoming health care 
assistants (HCAs), or 
operatives in the hospital’s 
Estates and Facilities 
Department.

Borough teenage pregnancy rates down 


TEENAGE pregnancy 
rates in Hackney have 
fallen by nearly 41 per 
cent, the largest year 
on year decrease in the 
borough, since a national 
teen pregnancy strategy 
was launched in 2000. 

A reduction of 40.7 
per cent was observed 
in the local rate in 201 1 
when compared with 
the previous year, and a 


reduction of 60.2 per cent 
when compared with a 
1998 baseline. 

The under 1 8 conception 
rate for 2011 in Hackney 
and the City was 30.7 per 
thousand girls, aged 15 to 
17, which is in line with 
the national average for 
England. In 2010, it was 
51.8 per thousand, and in 
1998 the conception rate 
was 77.1 per thousand. 


Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, said: 
“These figures show that 
more and more young 
people in Hackney are 
showing maturity and 
responsibility for their own 
sexual health with support 
from our local health and 
education services.” 

Hackney’s work to 
reduce teenage pregnancy 


rates includes improved 
sex education guidance 
in schools; and providing 
safe sex advice, including 
handing out condoms 
to young people via 
pharmacies, youth services 
and clinics.

Met’s ill 


fortunes 



A bove the 

front door of 359 
Kingsland Road is 
a sign which reads 
Metropolitan House, 

1886, which does not give 
any clues to the building’s 
original purpose as the 
Metropolitan Hospital. 

This was the final 
location for a hospital 
which had originally 
opened in Stepney in 1836. 
It was founded by Joseph 
Fry, son of the Quaker 
philanthropist Elizabeth 
Fry, ‘to grant immediate 
relief to the sick poor 
of every nation and 
class whatever may be 
their diseases’. 

At a time when hospital 
admission depended upon 
a letter of recommendation 
that was often difficult to 
obtain, the Metropolitan 
Free Hospital offered 


treatment to those ‘whose 
only recommendations 
are poverty, destitution 
and disease’. 

Although two physicians 
and three surgeons gave 
their services for free, the 
hospital could only afford 
to treat outpatients. It 
couldn’t even pay its own 
bills, and soon fell into 
arrears on payments to 
tradesmen and the rent. 

The Duke of Cambridge 
visited in May 1843, and 
proposed that six beds 
be immediately made 
available for inpatients, 
but when the hospital 
moved to Bishopsgate in 
1850, its financial situation 
was still precarious 
and reverted to treating 
outpatients only. 

This building was 
soon required by the 
Great Eastern Railway 


Company, which was 
extending Liverpool 
Street Station, so the 
Metropolitan had to 
move again. 

It took some time to 
find a new location, but in 
February 1876 the hospital 
reopened in a former 
warehouse in Commercial 
Street, although the new 
wards for inpatients were 
not ready until April. 

In 1883, a 1.4 acre site 
was found in Kingsland 
Road and purchased for 
£5,896. Building work 
began, but delays soon 
occurred. The lease on 
Commercial Street expired 
before the new hospital 
was completed, forcing 
inpatients to be either sent 
home or transferred to 
other hospitals, while a 
cottage and some shops 
on Kingsland Road were 


rented for outpatients. 

However, this 
arrangement didn’t work 
out and the management 
committee insisted that the 
outpatients department 
be completed within a 
fortnight, finally opening 
in September 1885 with 
the rest of the hospital 
completed a year later. 

City businessman Sir 
Edmund Hay Currie 
became Governor of 
the hospital and quickly 
realised that fundamental 
changes were needed to 
the Metropolitan’s 
financial situation. 

He suggested that 
subscribers should 
contribute a small 
monthly sum whether 
they were ill or not. This 
meant the name had to be 
changed, with the term 
‘Free’ dropped. 


Hay Currie also found 
a solution to the problem 
of the post of matron 
often being vacant with no 
suitable candidates to fill it, 
by arranging that nursing 
staff were provided by the 
Order of All Saints, an 
Anglican Nursing Order, 
which staffed the hospital 
between 1888 and 1895. 

The hospital continued 
to expand in the early 
20th century, with 1,981 
inpatients treated in 
1934, along with 29,313 
outpatients, most of whom 
came from Hackney. 

Specialist departments 
for ear, nose and throat 
(ENT); gynaecology; and 
a TB dispensary had also 
been developed. 

With the founding of 
the NHS in 1948, the 
Metropolitan became 
part of the Central Group 


until 1966, when its 
administration was linked 
to that of St Leonard’s 
Hospital in Hoxton and 
transferred to the new East 
London Committee. 

When a new A&E 
department opened at 
St Leonard’s, the old 
Metropolitan casualty 
department was closed 
and the hospital began to 
wind down. In the 1970s, 
it only had 146 beds, 
closing in 1977 when its 
services were taken over by 
Barts. Today the building 
houses a business centre, 
workshops and a hostel.

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Introduction 


H ackney Council’s 2013/14 
budget, effective from 1 
April, once again prioritises 
the frontline services that are 
most important to the borough’s 
residents. Despite government cuts 
that have seen £82 million taken 
out of the Council’s budget over 
four years, key services such as crime 
reduction, education, adult and 
children’s social services, libraries 
and parks and green spaces will all 
be protected. 

We will spend over £51 million on 
services for children and young people 
including additional investment to make 
sure that looked after children receive 
the highest possible levels of support. 
Provision for young people has been 
protected, indeed the last of five new 
Young Hackney Centres opened in 
201 2, providing a wide range of positive 
activities for 1 1-1 9 year olds. This year, a 
comprehensive sport and physical activity 
programme will launch across the centres, 
helping to promote a lifelong interest in 
fitness and capitalise on the enthusiasm 
for sport that was sparked by the 20 1 2 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

£257 million will be invested into 
education, providing school and nursery 
places to 29,000 young people. In 
August 201 2, responsibility for education 
passed back from the Learning T rust 
to the Council and we will work closely 
with schools to support them to 
continue on their journey of tremendous 
improvement. 

Nearly £1 1 5 million will be used in 
201 3/1 4 to support adults and older 
people. 

Users of adult social care tell us 
that they value their dignity and 
independence and the focus of our 
services has been on supporting people to 
remain healthy and independent for as 
long as possible. Working in partnership 
with residents, our reablement and 
preventative services are helping to 
reduce the need for lengthy hospital stays 
or a move to residential care but we will 
always provide homecare and support 
services for residents in need of extra care. 


Mayor Jules Pipe said: “We are in a position to be able to set a 
budget for 201 3/1 4 again, without stopping any 
of the services you receive. Important day to day 
services such as waste collection, street-cleaning, 
parks maintenance, and libraries, which so many 
residents value, will not be reduced in the next 
financial year, and we will continue to prioritise 
services that protect children and vulnerable adults”. 



Clean and safe streets continue to be a 
priority and the Council will be maintaining 
the weekly rubbish collection service that 
we know residents value. In addition, 
your ‘A’ rated street cleaning service 
will maintain the same levels of service, 
meaning all residential streets will be swept 
at least twice a week. We will be working 
with business owners and market traders 
to manage trade waste more effectively, 
helping to keep town centres cleaner, tidier 
places for you to visit and shop. 

£1 5million will be invested into libraries, 
culture, parks and green spaces, and sports 
and physical activity. All eight of our libraries 
will continue to offer a range of services, 
from family events and community 
activities to free internet access and a 
Community Library Service for residents 
who are unable to get to a branch will 
serve over 700 people. Your parks and 


green spaces will also continue to see 
improvements in 201 3/1 4 

Last year, Hackney residents recycled 
more than ever and from 1 March this 
year, the Council introduced a new mixed 
recycling scheme that will allow thousands 
more households to recycle. Not only will 
this see more waste diverted away from 
landfill but it will result in a more cost- 
effective service. 

However, the protection of these 
essential services has meant that savings 
have needed to be realised from other 
areas of the Council and back-office and 
administrative functions have continued to 
be reduced. Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe 
said: “The loss of this capacity is certainly 
starting to put a strain on the way the 
Council operates. You may notice that you 
have to wait a little longer for phones to 
be answered, or for non-urgent issues to 


be resolved but your important day today 
services will not be cut. 

“Going forward things may get much 
tougher. We expect the reduction in 
government grant to continue in future 
years and some very difficult decisions 
may have to be made but I can assure you 
that when the time comes, we will involve 
residents and listen to your views.” 

This budget also saw Council Tax frozen 
for the eighth year in a row. Mayor Pipe 
said: “Residents may ask if this would not 
be a good time to start raising tax in order 
to make up for grant reductions. Firstly, I 
feel that we have a duty to hard pressed 
residents who are already struggling 
with pay freezes and the rising costs of 
energy and food. Secondly, if we were to 
raise the Counci I Tax by two per cent, the 
Government would deduct half of that 
from the grant we receive, leaving us little 
to spend on services. Any tax increase 
above two per cent must now, by law, be 
subject to a costly local referendum, and 
local people may well reject any proposed 
increase. 

“Given those facts, it makes sense to me 
to keep Hackney’s share of the Council Tax 
at the same level as this year, but I would 
be very interested to hear your views on this 
for future Council budgets, so please get in 
touch.”
